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Dog Owners 

All dog owners are keen to teach their pets to be 
clean in the house. For most dogs toilet training 
ceases at that point. 

Dog owners have responsibilities in the com- 
munity and should not allow their dogs to foul 
indiscriminately, 

Teach your dog to go at home by building up 
regular times to take him into the garden. Use a 
word such as "BUSY" or "BE QUICK" just as he is 
about to go to the toilet. Always use the same tone 
of voice and praise him when he has finished. 

By training him to go on command he is less 
likely to foul in undesirable places. Always carry a 
plastic bag or poop scoop in case an accident 
should happen. This can be disposed of, wrapped, 
in your refuse sack. 

Dog owners should ensure their dogs are 
wormed every 3/6 months. In rare cases round- 
worm larvae can cause eye damage to children. 
Worming is easy, effective and costs very little. 
You can get suitable worming preparations from 
your vet, pharmacist or pet shop. 

The pleasures of owning a dog are far reaching 
and well-known. However, like many things we do 
in life, owning a dog can affect our relationship 
with our neighbours and our environment; for 
those reasons it is very important to understand 
the responsibilities involved, both to other people 
and to the dog itself.
